Green food is necessary for little 
chicks, according to the Connecticut 
Agricultural college. Among the most 
suitable and convenient crops for this 
are mangels, table beets, potatoes, 
sprouted oats. lettuce and lawn clip­ 
pings. The s ason and availability will 
usually decide what to use. The prin­ 
cipal thing is to use something of 
this nature. 
The feeding may begin 
on the second or third day. The little 
chicks must be taught to eat this or 
they may not develop an appetite fur 
it. If they are fed sparingly of grain 
for a few days they will soon get to 
like the green feed. The mangels may 
ne cut in large pieces and placed on 
nails for the chicks to peck at. Ap­ 
ples. etc., may he fin! the same way. 
Later in tile season clover makes 
an ideal feed. With a double yarding 
system rye or oats may lie used. One 
of the easiest ways to get green feed 
is to sprout grain. 
A layer of sand 
about two inches deep kept warm and 
moist will soon produce a lot of oats 
or barley sprouts.

Watercress is easily grown in a tub 
for the table use in any kitchen gar­ 
den. 
Sow the seed in shallow boxes 
—Just sift it on tile top soil. 
Then 
place a wet cloth over the soil to moist­ 
en the earth. 
This method prevents 
tile seeds being washed to one corner, 
which usually occurs w hen watered! 
with a sprinkler. 
When four leaves appear on the 
plant lets they are ready for their per­ 
manent position. 
For that purpose 
use a barrel sawed in half. 
Fill in 
with garden loam, leaves and well-rot­ 
ted manure. 
Work the dirt fine and 
bring the earth up to within ten inches 
of the top of the barrel. 
Set the plants six inches apart each 
way. 
Water them frequently. 
The 
soil must he kept moist. Once a week 
overflow the barrel with water to 
carry off any sour deposits. 
Place a 
little small charcoal on the soil to keep 
it sweet and fresh. Tin* cress is cut 
with a knife. 
The barrel must he 
placed in a partly shadv place.

Baron Sakatani is well

m any A m ericans as the financier who 
straightened out the ebbing finances} 
of Japan after the Russo-Japanese w ar. 
He for a tim e held the position that 
corresponds in the United State.- to 
That of secret aly tit the treasury. 
Ile 
also wTas m ayor of Tokio. 
The other 
m em bers 
of 
the commission are S. 
T enrum i and K. Yabe, w ith S. Idzour 
ka acting as secretary. 
The com m is­ 
sion reached Europe by way of the Si­ 
berian railway, crossing from Petro- 
grad to London, thence to Paris, and 
finally to Rome. 
Baron Sakatani, who speaks English 
fluently, said; 
“The 
im perial 
com ­ 
mission 
was 
appointed for the pur­ 
pose of attending the Paris conference 
and also of visiting those countries in 
Europe now our allies and of ascer­ 
taining in a definite 
way 
how 
the 
com m erce of Japan can be increased 
with them , what they can sell us and 
what we can sell them, especially as 
relates to products they formerly ob­ 
tained from G erm any 
and 
Austria- 
H ungary. 
T here is also the question 
of delivering goods. 
Japan has thro*' 
large steam ship lines at present and 
ihey are building as rapidly as possi­ 
ble m ore ships, as rates in the far east 
have risen out of all reasonable pro­ 
portions since the removal of Germ an 
ships from this trade. 
W e are willing 
to trade heavily with Europe, since in 
my opinion Europe will not be so long 
m aking up its present w ar losses as 
might be thought. 
Of 
course, 
the 
amount of these losses will depend on 
the length of the war, and that de­ 
pends on the success of the Russian 
and 
other 
pow ers’ 
offensives. 
But 
bouk! the w ar end in a reasonable 
time, the people of Europe will have 
been quickened by the w ar spirit, they 
will work harder to m ake 
up 
their 
losses. 
“As regards the relations between 
’he United States and Japan, it must 
he rem em bered always that we look 
with gratitude upon the United States 
as the country which sixty years ago 
put us in com munication with the out­ 
side world, after a period of I w ent v- 
;i\e hundred yeans of almost n on-corn­ 
in un ira ti on with 
any 
other, 
people 
than those of our own islands except 
in a few rare instances. 
“In recent years there have been 
world wide reports that the two coun­ 
tries had conflicting national interests 
which would eventually bring them to 
war. 
First the U nit cd states thought 
we might attack her, 
according 
to 
these reports. 
Now the reports have 
been shifted the other way. 
At home 
our people are made to believe that 
the United S tates is preparing to a t­ 
tack us. 
it is most amusing. 
I have 
many American friends and of course 
we discuss these things. 
All of ut 
know that there are all reasons for 
both nations 
to 
be 
friendly. 
The 
whole body of this talk would be ridie- 
ulius in the extrem e if it were not 
that such reports lead to the m ainten­ 
ance of expensive fleets, to the build­ 
ing of coast defenses. 
I have had 
some experience in w ar costs, I think, 
and I know what 
such 
foolishness 
m eans in money. 
“I sincerely believe these reports 
have a G erm an origin, since Germany 
has never wished us well and would 
like to see us in difficulty with the 
United States, but the United States 
and Jap an are too far away from each 
o ther to have the sam e jealousies that 
exist am ong the nations 
of 
Europe, 
with neighboring frontiers. 
“On the other 
hand, 
there 
has 
-piling up a large com m erce between 
the United States and ja p an , and it 
has steadily grown since the present 
war, since we have been unable to buy 
in European m arkets m any supplies 
form erly obtained there. 
With both 
countries prosperous, our buying has 
led to return buying 
in 
silks 
and 
many other articles on the part of the 
United States. 
O ur own foreign com­ 
merce export, reached an average of 
seven hundred million dollars yearly 
before the w ar and I expect it is bet­ 
ter now. 
“It has been stated we 
want the 
Philippine Islands. It is far better for 
Japan to have the United States de­ 
velop those islands. 
She is able to 
spend the money needed to do it and 
we are not, and it is a fine thing for 
us and our trade 
to 
have peaceful 
and prosperoyi neighbors, no m atter 
who they are. it is one of the eco­ 
nomic errors of the present, tor in­ 
stance. to suppose that the losses of 
Europe are the gains of the United 
States and Jap an because they hap 
pcn to be selling supplies. 
We are 
sure to feel those losses in Europe in 
the end. 
* 
“Now for the Russian 
treaty 
and 
J a p ah ’s attitude toward China. It has 
he n freely stated that the Japanese 
are unfair and dishonest in business. 
I will a d m it t h a t th ere is a good deal 
of truth in this, so far as concerns us 
in the past. It niu-d be rem em bered 
that when the United S tates and Eu­ 
ropean m erch an ts 
began 
to 
trade 
with us silver was worth about one 
fifteenth ss 
much 
as 
gold 
am ong 
them, whereas, with tis it was worth 
one fourth as much by our coinage 
aer. T hese m erchants took a d v a n ta g e 
of this situation and exchanged their 
salver for gold. Our people here got 
the idea that foreigners were tricky 
and it m ay be said that they retaliat 
ed in kind, as a m a tter of self-proiee- 
tion.
